The book is writ- 
ten in English, a feature not very welcome to the 
eyes of a true lover of Tamil, but so long as British 
Universities and other examining bodies insist up- 
on testing a knowledge of Tamil by means of quest- 
ion papers framed in English, students, teachers 
and authors of text-books have no other course but 
to follow the line of least resistance. The proper 
rendering of grammatical terms and forms of usage 
from one language into another is by no means an 


easy task. Want of suitable terms often compel 
one to accept an approximately equal term where an 


identically correct term cannot be had. The truth 
of this observation is borne out within the pages 
of this book itself where the author uses the word 
‘adjective’ to do service for wairem (page 13) 
eféQere (p. 48) and @PuycOQuwOréeu (p, 121) 
three distinctly different terms for Tamil gramma 
rians. The book satishes a real need and I have 
no hesitation in recommending it to students and 
teachers. | |
